Tue letter from the Chamber’ of 
Commerce to the Government on the 
insanltary condition of Hongkong, dated 
the roth October last, which we republish 
in another column, deserves very careful 
consideration at: the hands of all those 
who are Interested In the sanitation of the 
colony and inthe future of the Sanitary 
Board. It‘s of special importance at the 
moment when the fate of our first essay ig 
the work of local self-government seers 
trembling in the balance. , : 

The Chamber, of Commerce was, of 
course, entitled to address the Govern- 
ment on the subject of the plague, affect- 
ing, as it did, so very seriously the trade 
and commerce.of the colony, and it was 
not merely their privilege but thelr duty 
to call the attention of those In authority 
to any defects in the sanitation of the 
colony, and any deficiencies or delin- 
quencies on the: part of those entrusted 
with the duty, of safeguarding the 
health of the inhabitants, and further, 
in so far as it was within their 
power, to point out by what measures or 
in what way any improvements could be 
efiected. But, considering what was going 
on in October and November of last year 
in the Councils of the Government, and 
remembering that the most ‘Influential 
members of the Committee of the Chamber 
are also. members: of the ‘Legislative 
Council, it would not be impertinent to 
inquire what moved the Chamber of Com- 
merce to take up that particular subject at 
that particular date, and on whoseini 
that letter was prepared and sent ft 
itentirely voluntary on the part/ of the 
Committee or was there a suggestion from 
any member of the Government/that the

THE PLAGUE AT MACAO. 
= 

Tuer can no longer he any doubt about 
the outbreak of plague at Macao being 
a good deal “more serious than the 
Portuguese authorites have cared to 
admit. The plague ‘is undoubtedly 
epidemic in the. “Holy” City” and the 
matshed plague depdts are now in’ 
constant use. Whether the plague was, 
as’ alleged, introdyced. to Macao from 
Canton matters little. The fact remains 
that several victims of this: terribly 
fatal disease have passed away at Macao 
during the past fortnicht and that others 
are now lying In a very critical condition, 
attended by Chinese ‘dortors,” in hospital 
there. These are facts whicl any amount 
of shuffling and pravarication cannot alter 
and the sooner, therefore, the danger of 
the spread of this highly infectious disease 
being imported here is recognised by the 
authorities and preventive measures 
adopted the better. 

Up to the present time na: special 'pre- 
cautions have been adopted, and every 
day the situation is becoming more critical 
owing to our supply of fresh water having 
been cut down to the lowest possible 
quantity consistent with common decency; 
the failure of the’Government to make use 
of an inexhaustible stipnly of sea water for 
flushing purposes, although it could easily 
have been done years ago,.and, generally 
speaking, belng inmatters sanitary not only 
offensively meddlesome “hut actually a 
penny wise and a pound foolish. Why 
should we not have had salt water 
reservoirs on the hill-sides. years ago, 
constantly filled with sea water pumped 
up. from the harbour? The outlook is, 
black indeed and the worst must, we fear; 
be expected.

THE SANITARY BOARD AND THE 


CHAMBER CF COMMERCE. 


The following letter by the Chamber of Cam- 
Merce to the Governmert and the reply ‘of the 
Colonial Secretary wer referred to in-our coms 
merts, published on Saturday, on the annual 
report of the Chamber of Commerce submitted 
atthe annual meeting last Friday :—

The fact that,the sanitation of the city of 
Victoria was far from sativfactory was offictally 
recognized some fifteen years ago. Its only 
just to say that, long prior to such recognition, 
attertion had been earnestly called by the 
Colonlal Surgeon, Dr. Ayres, to the ever-Increas- 
{og saturation of the nol! by sewage, owlng to, 
bad cralnage, and he pedicted the calamity 
which has now taken place, ifthe evil were not 
abated, [t was not, however, untll 1881 that 
the offical recognition of the Impending danger 
took any concrete form, when Me. Osbert 
Chadwick ‘was commisstoned to make a repost 
on the sanitation of the colony, and {ns the follaw- 
ing year the conclualons of this expert were 
given to the Secretary af State for the Colont’s 
in tome exhaustive reports.
